DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. | 
SALE OF A HOUSE. | 


DUBLIN SOLICITOR SENT 
FOR TRIAL. 


BEFORE MR. HANNAN. —.. 

Vincent P. Corisn (33), a Dublin solicitor, 
appeared on remand, charged with convert- 
ing to his own use the sum of £650 entrusted 
to him by Mr. Alexander Gordon, Arbutus 
avenue, Harold’s Cross, Dublin. Mr. D. 
O'Donovan (Chief State Solicitor’s Office) 
prosecuted, and Mr. 8. Ryan, solicitor, de- 
fended. 

Mr. A. Gordon, giving evidence, said that 
Corish came to his place in Pearse street to 
carry out the purchase of a house, 

Mr. William C. Foster, 9 Westmoreland 
street, gave evidence of having been asked 
by the defendant over the telephone about 
a house at Arbutus road, a name later 
changed to Arbutus avenue. Subsequently, 
he got an offer of £650 from Mr. Gordon for 
the house. That offer was sent to the de- 
fendant, who replied by telephone that his 
client would accept £650 and fees. There 
were subsequent interviews, and on the 6th 
May the contract for sale was signed in Mr. 
Gordon’s place in Pearse street. Mr. Gor- 
don made a deposit of £135 and £25 in fees. 
Mr, Gordon went into possession on a care- 
taker’s agreement, and was to be given full 
possession when the payment was completed. 

Mr. Harold E. Nickson, South Great 
George’s street, deposed that the Arbutus 
avenue house belonged to him and the Royal 
Liver Society. The house was put up for 
sale last April, and he had talks with 
Corish about it. An offer of £650 was 
secured, and an agreement was signed. The 
house was at that time mortgaged for £500, 
and the arrangement was that the mortgagee 
should be paid, and the witness was to re- 
ceive the balance. The witness said that he 
had received no money from Corish in con- 
nection with the sale of the house. 

Mr. Edward McDonnell, solicitor, gave evi- 
dence of the position of the mortgage which, 
he said, was not yet released. 

Mr. Gordon, recalled, gave evidence of 
paying over the balance of £533 10s, Od. and 
fees to Corish, When he failed to get the 
deeds he saw another solicitor, Mr. 0. E, 
Barber. 

Mr. Barber, in evidence, said that when he 
interviewed Corish about the sale Corish ad- 
mitted that he had not the money, but said 
that if he were given a few days he would 
get it from friends, 

Corish was returned for trial to the Dublin 
Circuit Criminal Court on bail of £700 per- 
sonal, and two solvent sureties of £350 each.

William Whelan, (27), of no cá iaira Dun. 
drum, pleaded guilty to having (1) set fire 
at Kilmacud to hay, valued at £500, the 
property of Loftus Buckley, of Churchtown; 
(2) burned a hayrick, valued at £500, the 
property of Mr. Loftus Buckley; (2) set fire 
to a hay-barn and shed, the property of the 
Misses Catherine, Margaret, Sarah and 
Frances Buchley, at Churchtown, the damage 
done amounting to £500; (4) set fire to hay 
which was near the dwelling-house of Patrick 
Downes, the property of the Commissioners 
of Public Works, whereby the dwellinghouse 
was damaged to the extent of £100; (5) set 
fire to a quantity of hay at Kilmacud, and by

MOTORIST ACQUITTED. 


A young man, named E. J. Smalldridge, of 
6 Longford terrace, Monkstown, pleaded not 
guilty to having caused the death of Eliza- 
beth McDonnell by knocking her down with 
a motor which he was driving at Merrion 
road on 12th April. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C. (instructed by the 
Chief. State Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr. 
Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Mr. M. Good, 
LL.D.) defended. 

Guard 168F, who was on duty near the 
place, said that he saw a woman lying on the 
road. She was still alive. There was a car 
a short distance away, and the prisoner 
said that it belonged to him. When 
questioned the prisoner said that there 
was a motor cyclist on the road who 
was just as much responsible for the accident 
as he was. He said that the motor cyclist 
pulled out from behind a tramcar to the 
right, and as a result he had to swerve to 
the left. He saw a woman get off the foot- 
path to cross the road, and he swerved 
sharply to the right to avoid striking her, 
but the woman ran in the direction in which 
he was swerving, and the left front wing 
of the car hit her. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Moore, the witness 
said that he saw marks of a skid on the 
road. There had been some accidents in 
recent years at this particular spot. He did 
not notice a motor cyclist or a tramecar at 
the time, but they might have passed on. 

Dr. J. Fleming, house physician in Sir 
Patrick Dun’s Hospital, said that the woman 
was dead on admission. She had wounds on 
the head from which the brain protruded, 
a compound fracture of both bones of the 
right leg and other injuries. 

The prisoner, examined by Mr. Moore, said 
that he was a total abstainer. Near the 
scene of the accident a motor cyclist drew 
out from behind an incoming tramcar, and 
he (the prisuner) swerved to the left. He 
saw a form run from the left towards the 
right of the road. The figure was about five 
yards ahead on his left. He swerved to the 
right, and very nearly missed her, but the 
left wing of the car hit her. He carried the 
woman to the footpath. 

Further evidence having been given, 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty, and 
he was discharged. 


A DESPICABLE OFFENCE. 

James McCarthy, a young married man, 
pleaded guilty to obtaining money from 
certain clergymen in Dublin by pretending 
that his children were in a Protestant home 
and that he wanted’ to get them out.

BONUS SYSTEM 
EXPLAINED. 


——- e-—__- 


T yesterday's sitting of the Commission 
of a into the salaries and con- 
ditions the Free State Civil Ser- 

vanis, evidence was given by Mr. H. P. 
Boland, of the Free State Department for 
Finame, as to the bonus system in the Ser- 
vice. 

Mr. Boland said that, notwithstanding that 
the Minister for Finance had on occasions ex- 
= points in the Dail in regard to the 

nus system, there was considerable mis- 
understanding of the matter on the part of 
the public. This was very unfortunate, as 
there was a good deal of grave discontent 
over the bonus system among the lower grades 
of the Service. 

The pay of the civil servant was made up 
of two different elements: a fixed salary, not 
liable to fluctuation, and an addition related 
to the cost of living. The basic salary repre- 
sented what week’ "be paid to the official had 
there bee no increase in the cost of living 
since 1914. Tho bonus was intended in the 
case of officials receiving a higher basic salary 
than £91 per annum to make up for the in- 
créase io the cost of living ruling from time 
to time as compared with 1914. Until 1922 
the bonus paid to Ivish civil servants was 
calculated on the same cost of living index 
as in Great Britain. In 1922 a Free State 
cost of living index was applied. 


THE INDEX FIGURE. 


The method of ascertaining the index figure, 
Mr. Boland said, was at present the subject 
of consideration by a committee of inquiry. 
The general effect of the scale was that the 
larger the salary the less 


The use of the word “ bonns " to describe 
this element of Civil Service remuneration 
was ubfortunate. It always had tended to 
give the impression that the payment it re- 
presented was something over and above what 
the official really earned—in other words, 
something to which he was not entitled in the 
sense to which he was entitled to his basic 
salary. The impression had prevailed that 
the bonus made up to all officials the full 
difference in cost of living, as compared with 
conditions prior to the Great War, but this 
was not the case. 

Referring to the matter of fixing civil 
servants’ salaries, Mr. Boland said that 
this question never had been considered by 
the Fret State Government. When they 
looked at the fluctuation in the cost of liv- 
ing figures during the past ten years they 
would realise that to stabilise civil servants’ 
salari¢s would be very difficult. 

Showing how undesirable the present 
arrangement was Mr. Boland said that on 
January 1 next they would have the extra- 
ordinary position that the ordinary civil 
servants’ salary would be reduced by one- 
thirteenth, while the salaries of the teachers, 
Civic Guard, and Army would be better, 


SAYING OF £80,000. 


In 1eply to Mr. Brennan, Chairman of the 
Commission, Mr. Boland said that, taking 
the cost of living index into consideration, 
the saving by the Government would be 5,4, 
or £80,000. He was prepared to say that 
the Government favoured the fixing of 
salaries, but this was difficult, owing to the 
fiyctuation in the cost of living. 

Mr. Brennan—When you get higher up in 
the remuneration level of the Civil Service 
is 1t not a fact that the effect of the cost of 
living bonus is less felt?—That is so. 

Mr. Brennan asked was it not possible to 
have some arrangement of fixing the salaries 
up to a certain level. 

Mr. Boland—I do not imagine that it 
would be possible to treat dne part of the 
Civil Service in a different way. 

Mr. Brennan—The lower grades of the 
Service believe that when the cost of living 
ES down, and they receive a few shillings 
ess In their salary, that they have actually 
had a reduction, which is not the case. 

Mr. Boland, continuing, said that there 
was remarkable devotion to duty by Free 
State civil servants. There were more people 
in that body who risked their health and 
even injured it than was the case in outside 
employment. 

“Tf you visit the homes of civil servants 
on Saturday night or Sunday, ' he said, “ you 
will find—and I am stating an actual fact— 
men hard at work at their tables on official 
duty. There are no ends to which they will 
pot-go to render service to the State. | may 
say bere what is another fact: I have known 
men who have forgotten to cash their salary 
cheques and had to be. reminded about it.’’ 

Mr. Ketile (a member of the Commiss on)— 
I súppose these men are unmarried. 

Mr. Boland—There are a number of civil 
servants who never think about their pay at 
all, and who do not ask for increased re- 
muneration or anything of that sort. 

Mr. Boland added that as a result of all 
the legislation which had been passed in the 
Free State during the past eight years, 
enormously increased duties had been placed 
on the heads of Government Departments. 
These men were receivng the same salary 
or less than they wére in 1924. 

The Commission Was adjourned until next 
Thursday.

CORPORATION AND

SCHEME WHICH WAS NOT 
SANCTIONED. 


At the monthly meeting of Dublin Corpora 
tion, which will be held next Monday, the 
City Manager will report on the suggestea 
grant of service and half-pay to employés of 
the Corporation possessing pre-fruce service, 
who were imprisoned subsequent to 1922. 
The matter arose out of a resolution passed 
by the City Council last April. 

The City Mana er’s report states that the 

uestion was referred to the Minister for 
Finance, and that he had since received a 
letter from the Department of Local Govern- 
ment i°d Public Health, which stated that 
the Minister had no power to sanction the 
payments proposed.

ITS CAUSES ANALYSED. 


the second of his two lectures on 

“The Economic Depression ” yester- 
day afternoon in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Building, Trinity College. : 

He began by referring to some of his 
statements in the previous lecture, which 
were to the effect that there was an associa- 
tion between the rise or fall of gold prices 
and the rise or fall of trade, and that debts 
between governments could ultimately be 
settled only by the export of goods. 

He proceeded to illustrate these points by 
reference to two imaginary States, in whic 
the currency was of the simplest type, having 
no relation to an, metal, and explained that 
in those circumstances the currency of one 
country would have no validity in the other. 
Debts between the two ‘countries could, 
accordingly, only be settled by the transfer 
of goods or services, or the transfer of titles 
to property (/.¢., investment). The effect 
of an embargo on such goods by the creditor 
State would mean that the only way ol 
settling the debt would be by the acquisition 
of titles to property im the debtor State. 

The same principle applied even to people 
living in the same monetary area; in every 
case the settlement of a debt ultimately 
meant the transfer of goods or services from 
one person to another. 


DOUBLE ADVANTAGE, 


He went on to consider the situation when 
tlheve was a regular trade between two 
countries, and an arrangement by which the 
currency of one is given in exchange for that 
of the other for the benefit of traders who 
have foreign debts to pay Any additional 
demand fo. one currency (such as would 
occur when one country owed a debt to the 
other) would lead to its appreciation in 
terms of the other, and to a lower level of 
prices in the debtor State, Thus a creditor 
country was at a double advantage: it would 
have the advantage of the exchange, and the 
prices of the things it bought in the other

| Mr. Duncan proceéded to say that, in the 


conditions which prevailed from 1925 to 1929, 
the debtor countries had to raise by taxation 
enough of their currency to purchase the 
stated amount of the creditors’ currency. To 
pay the debt by borrowing or by direct issue 
of currency wis forbidden by the “ rules of 
the game,” as this world have meant an 
abaiidoomsnt of the gold standard, The 
method of taxation lowéred their internal 
level of prices, depreciated their currency, 
and thus increased their difficulties still 
further. 


EFFECT OF TARIFFS. 


lf the debt was large enough, the point 
was ultimately reached where the exchange 


was so depreciated that gold was shipped to | 


the creditor country and lead to a new 
equilibrium. The imposition of fresh tariffs 
by creditor countries would tend still further 


to depreciate the exchange in the debtor coun. | 
tries, and there was no theoretical end to | 


this procedure. If carried beyond a certain 
Stage, however, it led to political and 
economic chaos, and this actually happened 
in Germany. Other countries were rapidly 
approaching this stage, and the Hoover 
moratorium was the only thing which saved 
the situation, 

These effects could be avoided by creditor 
countries buyiug up services (or investing) in 
the debtor countries, and this happened in 
the case of America and Germany. A state 
of comparative equilibrium seemed to have 
been attained, but the American Stock Ex- 
change boom led to investors withdrawing 
their money and investing it at higher rates 
at home, thus bringing on the crisis again. 


CAUSES OF DEPRESSION. 


The main cause of the deépréssion, Mr. 
Duncan said, was this question of War debts. 
gold and tariffs, Another cause, however, 
was that there had been miscalculation as to 
the future consumption of commodities. This 
occurred in tha case of rubber, wheat, tin, 
coffee and several other things, and was, in 
itself, sufficieat to produce a deep depression. 
The present situation was aggravated, he- 
cause the two causes brought their effects at 
the same time.

M: FRANK MacDERMOT, President 


of the National Farmers’ and Rate- 

yers’ League, vesterday addréssed 

the following letter from 25 St. Stephen's 
Green, Dublin, to the President of the 
Executive Council, Government Buildings :— 

Sin,—I beg to represent to you once more 
that it is both unjust and impolitic to drive 
the farmers to desperation and lawlessness 
by suing them for land annuity payments 
so long as they are deprived of their markets 
and unable to earn a living out of their 
land. 

I am aware that the Land Commission is 
allowing them time, on the basis of their 
paying half their May-June instalments by 
December 15th and the balance by February 
Ist. This concession is, however, inadequate. 
Allow me to call your attention to a state- 
ment made by the Sécretary to the United 
States Treasury, which is guótád in the 
British Note on War Debts: 

“The principle of capacity to pay does 
not require the foreign debtor to pay to the 
full éxtent of its present or future capacity ; 
the debtor Government must bé permitted 
to preserve and improve its economic posi- 
tion, to bring its Budget into balance, and 
to place its finances and curréncy on a sound 
basis,’” 

At the present moment. your Government, 
in its déalings with the farmers, is estimating 
capacity to pay by ascertaining a farmer's 
total assets without regard to his liabihties, 
and also without regard to the necessity cf 
leaving him with such resources As will 
enable him to carry on his industry. I 
venture to urge most strongly that regard 
should be paid to these factors, and also to 
the collapse of credit which must result if 
farmers are left totally unable to réduce 


| their ordinary commercial debts, much less 


obtain an¥ fresh accommodation. 

If, in addition to destroying our export 
markets, your Government destroys the 
entire plant, capital, and resources of Irish 
agriculture, there can be no prospect for 
this country but misery and poverty during 
the remainder of our life-time, I have the

FORCED ECONOMY 
IN CORK. 


PLIGHT OF MIXED 
FARMING, 


a 


Fhom Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Friday. 


OTWITHSTANDING the considerable 
N réduction that has taken place in the 
rétail price, there is a much reduced 
vonsumption of méat in Cork, due, partly to a 
shrinkage in the purchasing power of the 
public, and partly to the fact that many 
éople are substituting other foods for meat. 
t would seém, mdeed, as if, in some parts 
of Cork City, the people are becoming almost 
vegetarians. Whether or not this will result 
in a better state of the public health remains 
to be ge*b. 

The highest price for best cuts of beef and 
mutton in Cork to-day is 10d. per lb., whereas 
the price charged last year was ls. 2d. per 
Ib. for similar cuts. This marked reduction 
in the retail price is due principally to the 
competition of the co-operative shop set up 
hy the County Farmers’ Organisation, and tu 
suonie extent to thé competition of hawkers, 
who have been bringing in meat from country 
districts where mm have been able 
to buy it cheaply owing to the 
slump in the price of cattle and sheep. The 
méat-hawking trade is now, however, coming 
to an end owing to the improvement in the 

rice of better quality stock and the fact that 
butchers’ prices have been brought down to a 
level close to that at which the hawkers were 
selling. | 
It doce not appear to be true that in Cork 
retail prices have fallen Comneprecivery lower 
than wholesale prices, because wholesale 

rices are extremely low, indeed. While it 

is unlikely, in view of these circumstances, if 
retail butchers, in Cork will ever g° back to 
the old scale of prices for beef and mutton, | 
ám informed that the retail prices now 
charged afford a much more reasonable profit 
than one per cent. 


CONDITIONS BAD. 


Inguiring into the condition of the indus 
trious mén who carry on mixed veg 
in County Cork, I find that it is bes 
described as bad. The low prices 
réturned for farm produce are having 
their reaction in the towns as avell as the 
city, Traders evérywhere are complaining 
that their cash receipts are less than 4 
quarter of what they were twelve months 
ago, and their turnove: is at least as low as 
that proportion. 

One general merchant in a town not many 
miles from the city informed mé that his 
average weekly turnover in October last year 
was £65, and for the corresponding pages 
this veár his' weekly turnover averaged £12. 
He did not agree that possibly his customers 
have transferred their business elsewhere, but 
stated that his cliénts were so short of money 


which wero regarded as necessities twelve 
months ago. This is only one of many 
similar instances that could be quoted. 
Now that the milk season is over, and 
farmers have no ready cash returns in pros- 
for another few months, there 1s 
déspair in the minds of many 
Who, in other years, have had a 
a resetve to tide them over the winter. This 
yeur, instead of a reserve, they will have to 
face liabilities, There have been wholesale 
clearances of pig stocks, due to the low prices 
obtainable for the finished article, and cue 
dork as much to thé expectation that the 
new maize admixture is going to cost much 
more than would ordinary foodstuffs. Bacon 
curers anticipate a considerable shortage In 
piz supplies, and they also fear that the 
higher prices they will have to pay for the 
supplies available in the spring will be diffi- 
cult to pass on to-the constimer, whose pur- 
chasing power has been so much reduced.

las yet this season, due, it is believed, to 


shortage of móney amongst farmers. The 
loss in productivity which must result in 
conseqienve of the lack of fertilisers will 
be considerable if the hard-hit working 
farmers of this county persist in their present 
frame of mind. If more land is to be tilled, 
more fertilisers should be necestary, and 
something should be done to sée that théy 
aré made available. Farmers are keen to 
use artificial manures, but they say that, 
while théy do not regard them as a luxury, 
they are secondary from the point of view of 
necessity in the household, 


and the almost complete suspension of the 
ustial farm activitiés, many mills in County 
Cork are idle. The position altogether is 
particularly bad, and it does not seem to be 
appreviated, There are numbers of farmers 
who, until now, were solvent, but who aré 
now feeling désperate because of their in- 
ability to meet their ordinary obligations, 
These are the hard-working holders of mixed 
farms, for which the County Cork is noted. 


REACTION IN DUBLIN, 


Inquiries made among feeding stuff and 
fertiliser manufacturers in Dublin yesterday 
went to confirm the statements made to me in 
Cork. One well-known firm déclared that 
their turnover for fertilisers was 70 per 
cont. under that for the corresponding period 
last year. Another stated that last year at 
this time they had sold 3,000 tons of basic 
siag. This season so far they have not had 
x single order. The suggested explanation ts 
that many farmers have no money to spare. 
and those who have do not want to spend it. 

The demand for nmdize, I was told, never 
was worse, and purchased foodstuffs generally 
are at a discount. Instead of tying their 
cattle up in stalls, feeders who formerly did 
a lot of stall-feeding are allowing their stock 
to rémain on such grass as is available, with 
an allowance of hay and an occasional ton of 
cake. 

Wheat, of course, usually follows a 
manured crop, and does not, therefore, 
create an inimediate demand for fertilisers, 
but even where the use of fértilisers seem to 
be called for, the winter wheat has been 
sown withont manure, doubtless in the hope 
that a nitrogenous fertiliser later on will 
have the éffect of pushing the crop forward.

The Fallow Field : 
Cardy Letters 
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Letters Delayed. 


A letter posted in an Irish country 


village recently, and addressedt o a resident 


in a neighbouring town, took eight days 
to reach its destination. 


became mixed with mails destined for 
transit to Berlin in the experimental air 
mail flight from Baldonnel last month. 
It was duly mis-delivered to the Germans 
and returned to its correct destination by 
the ordinary sea and rail route, a much- 
travelled missive.

This 
was posted in London two years ago, and 
until recently was wandering around the 
Continent. Intended for two variety

failed to reach those for whom it was in- 
tended, and was re-addiessed by the Oslo 
postal authorities to a tourist agency in 
Paris, whence it was forwarded to a hotel 
in Beaulieu, in the South of France, te 
be posted promptly back to Oslo once 
more. The wandering letter next visited 
three. different post offices in ‘the Nor- 
wegian capital, until the authorities, 
presumably getting weary of it, sent it 
back again to Paris, whence it arrived 
recently, after two vears absence, in 
London, to be returned to the sender. 


Beet Sugar. 


The suggestion of a sugar-beet factory 
for Waterford reminds me that. if the 
idea materialises, it will nct be the first 
factory erected for the extraction of sugar- 
beet Im that city. In .1852 there was, in 
Waterford, a sugar-beet factory, under the 
management of Messrs. Nind and Co., and 
a considerable quantity of beet was also 
planted in the Waterford County at the 
request of the Irish Beet-Sugar (v. Eagan, 
in his history of Waterford, written in 
1894, tells us that Professor W. K. Sulli- 
van, after having devoted a considerable 
amount of time and study to the subject. 
gave it as his opinion that “nothing but 
the most gross mismanagement or the 
want of the spirit of perseverance. i 
will prevent the manufacture cf beet-sugar 
becoming one of the staple manufactures 
of Ireland.” Unfortunately, however, the 
Waterford factory seems soon. to have 
closed down, and, so far as I know, we have 
no further record of a beet factory there, 
although in 1851 a factory was opened in 
Clonmel. In the Clonmel beet factory the 
sugar cost £28 a ton hefore it was placed 
on the market. and brouczht in £38 io 
£40 a ton at selling price. 


A correspondent, replying to my query 
about the derivation .of the name 
“ Bachelor’s Walk,” writes: There is no 
romantic association attached to this 
section of our river frontage, and it is 
unlikely that an abnormal number of 
bachelors of either sex was ever to be met 
there. When the Municipal Council de- 
cided to develop the existing quavs they 
portioned the Liffev banks into “ lots’’— 
hence *‘ North Lotts’’ at the rear of 
Bachelor’s Walk.

Ghe Fallow Field. 


In the middle of an area of tidy, well- 
cultivated acres the fallow field looks 
strangely disreputable and entirely de- 
serted. On the other side of the hedge 
the gulls follow a plough, and in the 
garden of the cottage near at hand a 
robin encourages the man who is digging 
to hurry up and uncover some more 
worms; but, when I passed that way, 
there was not a sign of life in the fallow 
fietd, where the weeds grow unchecked.

Calendar for 1933. 


The approach of Christmas and the de- 


cline of the present year are indicated Ly 


the displays of calendars and almanacs 
which have appeared in numerous shop 
windows in Dublin lately. It is, I sup- 
pose, the custom of giving them as presents 
which creates the chief demand for 
calendars, since most people rely on the 
date-line of newspapers for their informa- 
tion. In every city in the world, it may 
be remarked, public clocks are numerous, 
and it is rather curious that there are 
few, if any, public calendars. It is all 
the more curious, since the first calendars 
were public. In ancient Rome it was the 
custom to affix in public places a notice 
proclaiming the first of every month and 
the dates of the chief festivals during that 
month. These notices—the first calendars 
—were called Fasti Calendares. The his- 
tory of the almanac cannot he traced 
further back than to the second cetiturv 
of the Christian Era, the first to be printed 
in Europe being, probably, the Kalen-

At the monthly meeting of the Irish Free 
State Executive Committee of the Queen's 
Institute of District Nursing, held in the 
offices, 48 Lower Leeson street, Dublin, the 
Hon. Mrs. Barry, Vice-President, in the 
chair, the report showed a record of much- 
needed development durmg 1932, eighte-n 
new districts having been — successfully 
organised, and a Jubilee nurse established in 
each. ‘This work is as wide as Saorstat 
Eireann, as the names of the following dis- 
triets already opened this year prove:— 
Ardara, Co. Donegal; . Ballyconneely,, Co. 
Galway; Carraroe, Co, Galway; Castletown- 
berehaven, Co. Cork; Clane, Co. Kildare;

The ' garden scheme’’ report for 1932 is 
particularly gratifying when it is remembered 
that during a fine summer the dates fixed 
for some of the larger and really famous 
gardens coincided with the few wholly wet 
days of the season.

EMPLOYMENT, HOUSING AND 
HOSPITALS. 


The December meeting of the Dublin 
Methodist Council was held in the Centenary 
Church Parlour. After the social hour the 
chair was taken by the Vice-President, the 
Rev. W. H. Massey, in the unavoidable 
absence of the President, the Rev. J. M.

LETTERS 


LETTER FROM “ %.” 


TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sre,—Í read with some amusement Father 
Little on the Irish Academy of Letters. It 
appears to be his idea that the right func- 
tion of men of letters is the representation 
of national ideals. Now a very young, a 
very sentimental schoolgirl, might in her 
innocence dream of poet or dramatist with 
t ir genius intent on Irish ideals while 
they write. But how could one of mature 
years, with any knowledge of literature, 
come to have this conception? Do any of 
the masterpieces of literature express or 
represent national ideals? Does Hamlet, 
Lear, Julius Caesar, the Divine Comedy. 
Don Quixote, or Faust? Is not all great 
literature not the expression of something 
without, but of something within, the w-iter? 
His ideals are his own, are personal to him. 
I would be amazed to hear of any writer 
fixing his mind on anything so vague as 
national ideals, and trying to make literature 
out of such nnsubstantial things. What are 
Irish national ideals? I confess 1 do not 
know, unless it may be the desire for un- 
fettered independence, which I am not cer- 
tain in my soul to be as worthy an ideal as 
the ideal of a world State of universal 
brotherhood. How could poet or dramat'st 
find illuminatioh in anything so vague as 
what is implied in the words, “ national 
ideals’’? n religion, in philosophy, in 
science, may be found precise thinking. But 
what are national ideals? The nation las a 
million voices, Father Little’s phrase is as 
clouded as a London fog. All fiterature is 
born out of personal profundities of soul, 
in personal imaginations of beauty, or in 
the struggle between spiritual and animal in 
the psychic. A man of genius is as God or 
evolution has made him, and he cannot write 
outside himself with the heart of another. 
the mind of another, still less out of the 
confused mentality of the many-headed 
beast. 
_ Father Little’s letter ought to be a warn- 
ing to those who write with their intellect 
concentrated on national ideals; for his letter 
is as devoid almost of precise or practical 
thought as it is possible for writing to be. 
Let us take some of his statements. Having 
suggested that an Irish Academy of Letters 
might be considered representative of Irish 
ideals, that, he says, would imply that the 
nation ‘‘has the richt to the choice of her 
representatives.’’ What does the man mean? 
Does he mean that there should be election 
by the nation of members to the Academy 
as members are elected to the Dail? 1 
hardly believe even a man so innocent in 


| his thought upon life or letters, could pos- 


sibly mean that. Does he mean that the 
Government should nominate the members? 

f he means the Ministers in office or the 
President, why does he not say so clearly, 
instead of talking in that grandiose vague 
way about choice  & the nation? Are we to 
assume that men who become Ministera be- 
cause of some reputed knowledge of agricul- 
ture, industry, or finance, must also be able 
to judge in the arts, in poetry, in music’ 
The most notable instance of an Irish 
Government crowning poetry and music was 
when that lugubrious “‘ Soldier’s Song ”. was 
made our national anthem. I would have 
very profound doubts about an Academy of 
Letters nominated by those, who inflicted 
that song on the nation. Anyhow, what 
does Father Little mean by the nation’s 
choice ? 

_Not only does he seem unable to say pre- 
cisely what he means, but he seems unable 
to take ef ap meaning out of very precise 
sentences, He says of myself that I expressed 
my dissent from the desire of the people of 
Ireland to be protected from immoral books. 
I ask Father Little where I did that, Can 
he quote 3 sentence to justify his statement? 
What I did, and it can easily be referred 
to, was to protest against the injustice dene 
to Irish men of letters and to Irish publishers, 
that they alone out of all exercising an 
art or craft in Ireland, could have a com- 
mittee of five persons consulting over them 
in secret, who could, without legal right of 
appeal against them, deny the man of letters 
an Irish public for his work, while the 
publisher could be ruined. Is Father Little 
not able to gather the clear meaning of 
sentences written without any ambiguity’? 
Does he—he who does not know me 
personally—pretend to know what un- 
expressed, ideas might have been in my 
mind? Or did he conveniently ignore what I 
wrote, and is his statement an example of 
the national ethic about which he talks? 
Heaven save as from an ethic which permits 
men to insinuate without foundation and to 
impute to others an evil idea born only in 
the mind of the accuser. 

Again, he asks of me “by what cuthority 
does he claim to be a representative of the 
nation?” I do not claim, have never claimed, 
to represent the nation, nor do I know of 
any other member of our Academy who would 
make this claim. What we may claim is 
that our membership is representative of Irish 
letters, that, though Father Gannon calls it 
““nnwelcome and unauthorised,” it has been 
welcomed by those to whom the invitations 
were extended; and who, I ask, are entitled 
to welcome or authorise the activities of an 
Academy of Letters but men of letters? As 
doctors fix the standard of skill required for 
the exercise of their profession so do we fix 
the standard of skill in our own craft. 
Doctors do not need those ignorant of surgery 
or medicine to tell them what the standards 
should be. We, on our part, do not require 
welcome, authorisation or assistance from 
those, who, like Father Gannon, condemn 
what they admit they have not read—another 
application of national ethics—or like Father 
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Little, do not appear to be read in literature 
at all, or ao they looked at it, fell 
asleep before any opinion could be formed 
about its making. Great literature—Hamlet, 
Lear, Julius Caesar, the Dante Comedy, Don 
uixote, Faust—the representation of nationa! 
ideals! His order ought to take Father Little 
and impose on him the Pythagorean vow of 
silence for seven years until he has some- 
thing to say, and not merely a desire to say 
something.—Yours, etc., “IE.

WHEAT-GROWING IN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srm,—In the last few months there has 
been a lot written and said for and against 
wheat-growing in this country. Our Minister 
for Agriculture is reported to have said that. 
if wheat could be grown in 1846 without 
artificial manure, it surely could be grown 
now with artificial manure. It would be 
interesting to know if it ‘s the policy of 
the present Government to brin ck the 
people of Ireland to the same scale of living 
that they had to cndure in the “ forties,” or 
if they think that the people would be 
satisfied with the same quality of bread. Is 
it possible that they do not realise that the 
poverty of the soil of Ircland in the last halt 
of the last century was caused by wheat- 
growing? : 
Again, it is a mistake fo think that 
farmers, in the first half of the last century, 
grew wheat without artificial manures; they 
did not. They made their own artificial 
manure by burning the sod, and it was the 
burning of the sod, year after year, that 
caused the poverty of the soil, from which 
it is only recovering in the last thirty years 
by the use of “the bag.” If any one will 
dig down in any old pasture field that has 
the old narrow wheat ridges in it, he wil 
find the remains of the ashes from four to 
six inches down. I doubled my tillage in 
the winter of 1914, long before the com- 
pulsory tillage came into force; and I tried 
to grow wheat and nearly went '“broke ” in 
the attempt. I grew it in 1915, 1916 and 
1917, and I gave it up in 1918 and grew 
oats. Wheat in Ireland, as a main crop, is 
cnly suitable to go “broke” on.—Yours, 
etc., *Uncir Part.”

ASPECTS OF MODERN GERMAN 
LITERATURE, 


“Some Contemporary — of Modern 
German Literature '” were discussed by Pro- 
fessor Mery Macken, M.A., University 
College, Dublin, at a meeting of the Dublin 
Literary Society, held in Lincoln Chambers, 
Dublin, last night. She endeavoured to trace 
the principal literary movements from the 
beginning of the twentieth century, devoting 
particular attention to expressionistic art as 
it wag exemplified in literature in 1910, dur 
ing the War, and up to 1920. She then dealt 
with the movement that succeeded 
expressionism, the overcoming of  ex- 
pressionism, and the new objectivity. The 
lecturer then dealt with expressionistic 
dramas, some of which have been performed 
in Dublin, including the works of the re- 
volutionary, Toller; the Austrian, Werfel; 
the Prussian, Unruh, and Keyser. Reference 
was also made to the works of Gerhardt 
Hauptman, and to those of Thomas Mann, a 
winner of the Nobel Prize, who occupies the 
same position in Germany as Galsworthy does 
m England. In conclusion, she referred to 
the works of Colben Heyer and Hans Carossa 
of Munich, |

IN THE NORTHERN CAPITAL. — 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT, 
BELFAST, Friday. 
Wwe the subject is not a new one, 


the discussion initiated this week in 
the Northern Parliament by Mr. Thomas 
Henderson, the Independent Unionist 
member for Shankill, on the desirability 
of Cabinet Ministers relinquishing their 
directorships on appointment to the 
Northern Cabinet will do no harm. On the 
contrary, it gave the Prime Minister and 
other members an opportunity of paying a 
tribute to the services of these Ministers, 
which, I believe, will be generally endorsed 
by the public. It has never been suggested 
that the public interest has suffered in any 
degree by reason of the fact that Ministers 
continued to hold their business appoint- 
ments, and, if the Northern Government 
has not followed the example of the. 
British Government in this respect, there 
are good reasons for it. The British Prime 
Minister has three or four hundred 
members from whom he can draw the 
members of his Cabinet, but in a small 
area like Northern Ireland the choice is 
confined to about thirty-seven members. 
It is in the public interest that those with 
the greatest business experience should be 


asked to fill the positions in the Cabinet. 
The Minister of 
the Minister of Finance (Mr. Pollock) and 
the Minister of Commerce (Mr. Barbour), 
all .distinguished business men, 


and it would be ungenerous, after eleven 
years, if any change were made in the con- 
ditions governing their appointments.

Court Sequel to 
Dundalk A ff air. 


From Our Own CogResPonDEnt, 
DUNDALK, Pridlay. 


N exciting dash through the streets of 
A Dundalk by a motor lorry, followed by 
a motor car containng Customs 
officers, occurred at two o'clock this morning. 
Custom Offi¢ers on duty to prevent 
smuggling into the Free State were standing 
at the Big Bridge, just at the northern 
entrance to Dundalk, when a heavy lorry 
drove up. The officers signalled to the lorry 
to stop, but it dashed throu The officers 
jum into a motor car and gave chase. 
When the lorry had gone some. distance 
through Bridge street the driver apparently 
mistook the turning of the road towards 
Castletown and ran the Jorry into the front of 
a house directly opposite a Civic Guards 
barracks. When the Customs officers arrived 
on the scene they found a Northern Ireland 
lorry—bearing a County Armagh registration 
plate—lying on the footpath. None of the 


‘occupants was in view, though the officers 


had seen three men in the lorry a few minutes 
earlier. The lorry was commandeered, and 
when it had been driven into Bridge street 
harrack yard, Civic Guards and Customs 
officers set off in motor cars to patrol the 
roads leading to the North. 

Two hours later Guard Hayes, of. Bridge 
street, accompanied hy Customs officer 
O'Hanlon, while patrolling the railway line 
at Sportsmanshall leading from the Free 
State to Northern Ireland, took three men 
into custody, 

There was 


a sequel to the extraordinary 
incident this 


afternoon when, at a. special 
court, three young men, named Michael 
Quinn, John Fagan, both of Carrickbroad, 
County Armagh, and James O'Callaghan, 
of Adavoyle, County Armagh, were charged 


with being concerned in an attempt to evade 
Customs duties. They were also charged with 
having brought a motor lorry, value for £100, 
into the Free State by an unapproved road, 
and also with having obstructed the Customs 
officers. 

Guarl Hayes gave evidence of having 
arrested the three men at Sportsmanshall, on 
the railway line leading to Northern Ireland, 
at four o'clock that morning. The men made 
statements and signed them, but he would 
not produce these at the moment. 

Mr. Hugh McGahon, solicitor, who defended 
the accused men, reserved his defence and 
applied for bail. In each case bail of £100 
and two sureties each of £60 was granted.

The Mayor—The money is certified by the 
surveyor, and is legally due. It is earned 
money, and the matter has passed beyond 
our control, 

Alderman Edmonds said that he was sorry 
that negotiations for a settlement of the 
strike had broken down. The Corporation 
had not been asked to interfere, and they 
should do nothing until thev were. 

Couneiller Ryan (Labour) said that he did 
not think that any. obligation rested on the 
Council to pay this instalment in view of 
the condition in which the thoroughfare had 
been left, Perhaps, he said, withholding the 
money would hasten an amicable settlement. 

The Mayor said that he was of opinion 
that such a course would retard a settlement 
and widen the breach. 

The Law Adviser said that the Council was 
bound to pay on the surveyor’s certificate. 
If they refused they could be. sued.

Chaiity and Patriotism. 

When an Trish scholar—an ardent Re- 
puLlican—died recently the country learnt 
that he had refused a pension from Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government. Such conduct is the 
truest test of conviction, and must be re- 
spected even by those to whom the con- 
viction makes no appeal. To-day we plead 
on behalf of five Dublin institutions which 
also are putting their convictions to the 
test of tnancial sacrifice. Formerly some 
twenty hospitals received the benefit of the 
annual Hospital Sunday Fund ; but since 
those hospitals which receive money from 
the sweepstakes have ceased to be eligible 
the number has dwindled to these five— 
the Adelaide Hospital, the Convalescent 
Home, Stillorgan; the Orthopedic Hos- 
pital; the ‘Rest for the Dying, Camden 
row, and the Sunshine’ Home, Stillorgan. 
As the largest and most important of the 
five, the Adelaide Hospital] will receive 
the largest share of to-morrow’'s contribu- 
tions in the churches, It will need every 
penny of this help; for the present year's 
‘working will leave it with a deficit of 
over £2,000. The Adelaide Hospital never 
rejects a patient on the ground of poverty, 
and about 15 per cent. of its total number 
of patients pay nothing for their care and 
| treatment. We hope that in all the 
Protestant churches to-morrow the five 
hospitals’ appeal will find a very generous 
response. It is fortified by the high faith 
with which. they have sacrificed an easy 
means of income to their sacred conception 
of their cause. 

In the matter of our duty towards 
our neighbour this is a testing time for 
every one of us. When we are prosperous 
charity is an ‘easy, and even a self- 
flattering, thing ; when affairs go ill with 
ourselves we begin to realise the wealth 
or poverty of our attitude to the rest of 
mankind. At present things are going ill 
with most of us. The general distress has 
spared few incomes in Ireland and has 
introduced some spectre of anxiety to every 
hearth. On the one hand, the average 
citizen of the ‘‘ well-to-do”’ classes finds 
his purse diminished by increased taxa- 
tion, by the rising cost of living and by 
the decline of trade. On the other hand, 
the calls on his help, formerly indefinite 
and made in the name of public charity, 
have assumed a painfully definite and 
domestic form. Claims which he hardly 
can resist come to him now from friends 
and associates of his own working life, and 
from former servants whom the country’s 
misfortunes have added to: the growing 
number of the unemployed. Having reduced 
his domestic expenditure to the limit of 
comfort, and having done his best for 
persons who have particular claims oh 
him, the still moderately “ well-to-1o '' 
citizen must face the demands of public 
charity. His answer to those claims will 
be a true test of character. Here. is the 
point where personal affection and friend- 
ship cease to be prime motives, and a man 
must acknowledge or .reject. the more 
austere call of moral duty. To-morrow 
that call will go forth from a hundred 
pulpits on behalf of the five Dublin 
hospitals. is 

At this time. public charity is a test 
not only of religion and humanity, 
but of patriotism. If men feel that the 
bottom is falling out of everything and 
that the future is hopeléss, they will 
regard their duties, constitutional and 
moral, as negligible things which merely 
prolong the agony. If they have faith cnd 
courage, they will say:.‘‘ Now is the t'~e 
of ‘all times when we must ‘carry on, 
must exhibit our, trust in our country’s 
destiny, ‘and must help the. weak :r 
brethren to survive.” Supporting chariiy 
now, on the ground that “thé poor we 
have always with us," we affirm our teli-f 
in the future of the State to which t:.os9 
poor belong. In the conditions of the *~ > 
State there is ample cause for alarm, ‘she 
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| present is difficult ; the future is obscure ; 
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proud organisation, the Royal Dublin 
Society. Nevertheless, we prefer to share 
Viscount Powerscourt’s hopes rather than 
his. fears. -No Government can kill a 
nation, and in the. last. resort a dis- 
illusionised democracy always can save 
‘itself at the polls. The twenty-six countics 
which compose the Irish Free State, ith 
all their natural resources, will not vanish 
from the map. It is certain, too, that, 
whatever may happen, most of the Free 
State's citizens must remain in the Free 
State—and, perhaps, will not wish to leave 
it. Pessimism, then, would be the worst 
and the least patriotic of policies. If we 
have faith in God and in His will for 
Ireland, we shall strengthen our hearts 
with a Deus dabit his quoque finem, 
Certainly no good citizen, a sufferer him- 
self, will be slow to relieve the deeper 
sufferings of the poor. Afterwards he may 
find his reward not only in his country’s 
judgment of him, but chiefly in his own 
judgment of himself.

General Von Schleicher. 


After a fortnight’s efforts to solve the 
political crisis in Germany, President von 
Hindenburg at last has abandoned ‘his 
attempt to retain Herr von Papen as 
Chancellor of the Reich, and has invited 
General von Schleicher, formerly Minister 
for Defence, to form a Government. In an 
official statement, which was issued in 
Berlin yesterday evening, the President 
declared that he was parting from Herr 
von Papen “with a heavy heart ”; but, 
in all the circumstances, the new Chan- 
cellor probably is the most suitable man 
that could have been found. A young man, 
as German Chancellors go—he is only fifty 
years of age—General von Schleicher went 
through the War as a Staff-captain, but 
into .prominence during the 
Spartacus risings of 1919, when he was 
promoted rapidly. He is a. typical 
Prussian officer of the old school, with’ 
Conservative traditions which have been 
mellowed, to some extent, by his con- 
siderable experience of working politics 
during the iast ten or twelve years. In 
Germany he is regarded as one of the few 
‘‘ strong men’’ who have emerged out of the 
turmoil, His new Government, like that 
of his predecessor, will be “' presidial.’’ 
Already he has decided to keep Baron von 
Neurath at the Foreign Office; he will 
retain the Defence Ministry himself, in 
order, if necessary, to be ready for trouble; 
and his political programme will be as 
free as possible from contentious matters. 
He will annul the Emergency Decrees, 
whereby wages were lowered, as a prelude 


came 


to the adoption of an economic and 
employment programme that will scek to 
mollify the parties of the Left. The new 
Government will meet the -Reichstag on 
next Tuvsday; but it is probable tht 
General von Schleicher will request a 
breathing space of at least a week in order 
that he may resume political negotia- 
tions with Herr Hitler. If he can placate 
the Nazis, he will. have won half his battle. 
He will try to bring about a Nazi-Centre 
Coalition in Prussia, with a Nazi Premier 
who may become Vice-Chancellor of the 
Reich, thus narrowing the gap Rtween 
Prussia and the rest of Germany; and, if 
Herr Hitler gives his blessing to this 
project, a great advance will have been 
made. On the other hand, the Reichstag 
may refuse to have anything to do with 
General von Schleicher, in which event he 
either can seek emergency powers from. thu 
President, or can dissolve the Reichstag 
_and declare a general election within six 


weeks. As matters stand, however, there 


seems to be a reasonable chance that he 
will succeed. All Europe will wish him 
well; for it ig high time that Germany 
should settle down to a period of stable 
government. 


Morocco. 


Morocco has been a thorn in the side of 
France since the Great War. The surrender 
of the rebel, Abd-el Krim, in 1926, brought 
an end to hostilities which had been main- 
tained for some years, but did not make 
any great difference to the contentment of 
the country. Within the last couple of 
years, therefore, France has been trying 
to “pacify '” Morocco, and her efforts 
seem to be meeting with high success. At 
the beginning of 1952 her troops had sub- 
dued all but two regions—the upper part 
of the High Atlas district and an area in 
the extreme south of Morocco. They 
decided that this year’s operations would 
be' confined to the ‘subjugation of the 
High Atlas—a mountainous area. 190 
miles. long by, 60 miles wide, with an 
average altitude of 6,000 feet. By May the 
French troops had encircled the High 
Atlas completely ; all the approaches had 
been occupied, and the penetration of the 
mountains began. By August nearly all 
the objectives had been reached, as the 
result of excellent organisation and 
splendid feats of endurance by the soldiers, 
and the converging columns made their 
junetion. Only 2,000 families, which had 
been flying before the French advance 
since 1914, still held out, and in September 
they were surrounded, and finally decided 
to submit. The operations were conducted 
with remarkably little bloodshed on the 
French side, and virtually have completed 
the pacification of French North Africa. 
Already the authorities have set to work 
to improve the condition of the conquered 
peoples, who were found to be in a con 
dition of extreme misery. Supplies have 
been organised, and the inhabitants are 
being inoculated against typhoid and 
sma] lpox. 


Labour in ‘Russia. 


fhe Soviet State Planning Commission 
has issued a warning that the coming year 
will see unemployment: as the chief of 
Russia's many difficulties, Under the new 
dispensation, imposed by the Five-Year 
Plan, the problem of Russia's citizens is to 
obtain food; and herein the Communist 
trick of organisation has been brought to 
a fine art. If you do not work, cays the 
gospel of Marx, you do not eat. According 
to the Soviet interpretation, howeve., the 
te “runs: If you do not render unflinchi : 
allegiance to the instructions of t 


“Central Communist Party, you co not eat. 


Thus it comes that a worker in Russia can 
Se compelled to do any sort of wor: ‘iat 
he local soviet decr-es. He can be hustled 
from town to-town ; he can be transformed 


labourer. If he objects, the local soviet 
simply -deprives him of the food-card 
which glone permits him to obtain food 
in the communal shops, and that is 
the end of him. The upshot of the 
whole position is, therefore, that the 
worker must obey orders or starve— -d 
there are no handy relief organisations in 
the Russia of to-day. What. will happen 
to the unfortunates who find that there is 
no work which they can do—in fact, no 
orders which they can obey? Apparently, 
they must go hungry; for most certainly 
the Government will not take pains ’ > feed 
them, whether their unemployment is,~ or 
is not, any fault of their own. In these 
circumstances the State Planning Com- 
mission’s prognostication takes a new and 
sinister meaning. |

It is at once logical and eloquent, 
persuasive and cogent. It ix so lucid that 
nobody with ordinary intelligerice can fail 
to understand it, and to feel the force of 
its conclusions. 

If anything can convince the American 
= the authorities say, this should do 
it. 

Unhappily, however, in other quarters 


there is a great deal to show that—at this 


time, at any rate—the public is not ready 
to be convinced, Like many Congress- 
men, the anti-revisionist newspapers have 
been quick to put themselves on 
record as implacably opposed to 
any postponement or _ reconsideration 
whatever. Either evading a discussion of 
what may happen to the world if paymeut 
is made and commodity prices fall into 
a new decline, or treating the forecasts in 
the Note as unlikely to be realised, they 
are adhering stoutly to the single argn- 
ment that if the debtor nations do not 
pay the debts the American taxpayer will 
have to. 


ITALY TO DECIDE.

M R. BALDWIN, explaining at a meet- 

mg at Sunderland last night why he 
had to return to London that night, said 
that it might well be that to-day or 
Sunday there would be matters of great 
importance that must be dealt with, and in 
the absence of the Prime Minister he could 
not remain away from London any longer. 

Mr. Baldwin said that when the great 
economic storm gradually blew away from 
the world this country would be one of 
the first to emerge, and when she did she 
would move forward to take her old place 
in the world again.

“I do hope,” said Mr., Baldwin,

I have no doubt that: the 
Americans will give the most careful 
and, as far as the Government is con- 
cerned, sympathetic consideration to 
that Note, because they stand as much 
as we do, if not more, to suffer from 
a continuance of this particular form 
of payment.”’

“HIGHER TARIFFS,” SAYS 
MR. HORE-BELISHA. 


Mr. L. Hore-Belisha, Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury, speaking at Devon- 
port yesterday, said that the only way 
Britain could pay America was by having 
a favourable balance of trade with 
America, and there would have to be 
higher tariffs. 

“ We cannot pay if we import from 
America more goods than we send them, ' 
he said. 

Britain had paid America two hundred 
million more pounds than she had received. 
This was a very serious position, the main- 
tenance of which had prevented recovery. 

‘I very much hope America will see 
reason, not only in our interests or in the 
interests of those who owe her money, but 
in her own interests,” he said. “ If we 
pay America we must immediately try to 
extract from France, Portugal, Italy and 
the other Allies what they owe us, which 
hitherto we have remitted. 

““ At Lausanne we could put an end to 
War debts and reparations, and they 
would be ended at this moment but for 
the demands which America has put upon 
us. We can only meet that demand by 
restricting imports from America, There- 
fore, I hope America will see light.” 

A favourable sign towards a decrease in 
unemployment was the fact that in the 
past eleven months one hundred and ten 
million pounds were subscribed by the 
public for capital issues on the Stock Ex- 
change compared with eighty millions last 
year.

She was 
sentenced to death for be share in the 
Irish rebellion of Easter Week, 1916, the 
sentence afterwards being commuted to 
penal servitude. 

She was later liberated and became 
actively associated with the Sinn Fein 
movement. In 1918 she was elected M.P.

OF UNDESIRABLES 


GOVERNMENT'S

MEETING of the Magistrates’ Associa- 
A tion of Northern Jreland was held in 

, the Minor Town Hall, Portadown, to- 
day, Mr. J. Davison, J.P., presiding, in the 
absence of Mr. D. F. Bell, J.P., Chairman 
of the local branch. 

Mr. James Williamson, Executive Secretary 
of the Association, said that at present they 
had 180. members, or 11 per cenj., of the 
1,600 magistrates in Northern Ireland. The 
English Association out of 24,000 magistrates 
had now 1,800 members after eleven years’ 
work, or 8 per cent. membership of the total, 
so it would be seen that the Association had 
done very well since formed three and a half 


years ago. 


SIR ROBERT KENNEDY. 

Sir R. Kennedy, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Council, said that their aim and object 
was to secure for Northern Ireland impartial 
admiuistration and enforcement of the Jaws 
which had been placed by the Imperial Par- 
liament or by their Northern Parliament upon 
the Statute Book. In plain words that purity 
of justice upon which the stability and the 
very existence of every State necessarily 
depends. This could only be done if the 
rights, the dignity, and the position of those 
who had been considered worthy to discharge 
judicial duties are maintained undiminished 
and unimpaired, 

He wished to make it clear that any critica] 
remarks with regard to the administration of 
justice in Northern Ireland by members of 
that Association did not apply, directly or 
indirectly, to judges of the High Court, to 
County Court judges, or to Resident Magis- 
trates, one of whom, Mr. George McElroy, 
was a member of the Magistrates’ Associa- 
tion of Northern Ireland. He boldly affirmed, 
speaking from a forty years’ knowledge of 
many countries in which he had been brought 
in contact and lived on terms of intimacy with 
some of the world’s greatest statesmen and 
administrators, political and judicial, that no- 
where would they find justice administered 
with greater independence and ‘rectitude than 
in the London Judicial Committee of tha 
Privy Council, or in their own High Coart of 
Appeal of Northern Ireland. 


THE LAY MAGISTRATES, 

Could this be said of lay magistrates— 
commonly known as J.P.’s—in the Petty 
Sessions Courts? Among the 1,528 holders 
of the Commission of the Peace in Northern 
Ireland had they no instances of nepotism and 
yrejudice in favouring a plaintiff or protect- 
ing a defendant by magistrates who seemed 
incapable “of understanding that they were 
bound by a solemn oath to administer justice 
“without favour, fear or affection,’’ in strict 
accordance. with the law, no matter what 
might be their personal view with regard to 
the law in question. Jt was notorious that in 
so large a number as 1,528 im Northern 
Ireland there was a small minority of undesir- 
ables, who by their conduct tarnished the un- 
blemished reputation of the majority. © This 
fact, coupled with the overcrowding of the 
bench of magistrates, was the principal cause 
of its falling into disrepute in recent years, 

It was a mattér of common knowledge that 
in recent years men had been appointed solely 
as a reward—in plain words, as payment for 
services rendered to a political or a municipal 
organisation, regardless of their fitness to 
discharge magisterial duties in an impartial 
manner,.and thus public confidence in the 
administration of justice at Petty Sessions 
Courts: had been badly shaken. 


THE GOVERNMENT’S ACTION. 

What had been the action of their Govern- 
ment’? Instead of dealing with the problem 
in a broad and statesmanlike manner, they 
had treated it in petty and parochial fashion, 
Instead of officially inquiring into the grave 
defects of a system to which public attention 
had been repeatedly called, which could be 
done by appointing a strong committee pre- 
sided over by one of their judges, whose 
| would form the basis for 
subsequent legislation, they had adopted a 
petty course of nibbling away the judicial 
powers of Justices of the Peace. 

They had introduced what Mr. McElroy, 
R.M., in his pamphlet had described as a 
hybrid or “in-and-out” system, under which 
a J.P., no matter what may be his know- 
Jedge and experience, a pensioned judge, for 
example, or a learned K.C. who had given 
up practice—it might even be the Speaker of 
the House of Commons or the President of 
the Senate—must leave the Bench when some 
trifling complaint, such as a charge “for 
driving without a motor licence, comes up 
for trial.. 


AN OVERCROWDED BENCH. 

Sir Robert Kennedy concladed by indicating, 
in a condensed manner, their aims and 
objects, which had met with the approval of 
their President, the Lord Chief Justice of 
Northern Ireland, 

1. The Bench as at present constituted is 
overcrowded, and an unwieldy Bench instead 
of facilitating, actually impedes the transac- 
tion of business, besides diminishing the re- 
sponsibility of individual magistrates. 

2. We suggest that a reduction should be 
gradually effected through the efflux of time 
bv a less lavish creation of new appointments, 
and that more searching care should be exer- 
cised as to the character and capacity of those 
who aspire to the position of honorary magis- 
trates. This might be done with the help of 
Advisory Committees in each county. 

3. This Association deprecates the policy of 
the Government of Northern Ireland which 
has halted between two opinions—abolition or 
reformation—and has created what has been 
described as a hybrid or in-and-out system, 
which is most unsatisfactory from every point 
of view. i 

4. We urge, after due official enquiry by a, 
competent committee, presided over by a 
iudge of the High Court, that legislation 
should be introduced on its recommendations, 
perhaps, on the basis suggested by Mr. George 
McElroy, R.M., in his recently published 
lecture. 


MR McELROY AND BUREAUCRACY. 


Mr. George M‘Elroy, K.M., said that there 
had been handed down to them a system of 
well-ordered freedom by their ancestors, who 
established it after terrible suffering. The 
magistrates were guardians of that legacy. 

Referring to the tendency of the Govern- 
ment to put control in the hands of a 
bureaucracy, and which Lord Hewart, the 
English Lord Chancellor, had denounced, Mr. 
M‘Elroy said that the abolition of the unpaid 
magistrates was not merely a_ philosophical 
possibility, but within the domain of practical 
politics, and only for that society would have 
by now been an accomplished fact. One of 
the aims of the society was to expose the 
absurdity, awkwardness and expensiveness of 
Petty Sessions Court cases. If the public 
knew of them a remedy would have been de- 
vised before this.

READING.

From Our PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 


HERE was a short sitting of the House 
to-day, at which two private members 
bills were given a second ey The 

first one, which was moved by Sir Walter 
Smiles, was the more important of the two. 
Its object is to give local authorities the 
power to decide for themselves whether or 
not they shall have dog-racing tracks within 
the area of their jurisdiction. 7 

Sir Walter Smiles assumed that the House 
was thoroughly conversant with dog-racing, 
and there was a good deal of amusement 
when Mr. George Lansbury emphatically 
declared that he was not, “Well. I am 
surprised,” said Sir Walter Smiles. He went 
on to explain that the bill was based on one 
introduced in 1928. He did not pretend that 
its drafting was perfect, and he expressed his 
willingness to listen to any reasonable amend- 
ments, so long as he achieved his object, 
which was to give local authorities some say 
on the question whether greyhound-racing 
should be permitted in their district or not, . 

There was nothing in the measure about 
bookmakers or ‘‘ totes,’’ because the question 
of betting was a matter for the House of 
Commons rather than local atithorities, and 
a Royal Commission was now sitting on the 
subject, There was no doubt, however, that 
dog-racing tracks were centres of betting, and. 
but. for that fact he doubted whether any, 
of them would last for long. He remembered, 
as a boy, working 565 hours a week for four 
shillings, and he lost a good deal of his money 
in betting. It was a Belfast man who cured 
him, by taking five shillings from him by the 
three-card trick. (Laughter.) He had nothing 
to say against bookmakers in general, for 
they were honest, respectable 
high sense of commercial morality. But some- 
thing ought to be done to regulate the setting 
up of dog-racing tracks all over the country, 
often by people who owned not only the 
tracks, but the dogs, and, after the day's 
racing, most of their patrons. 

Mr. William Mabane, in seconding the 
motion, said that it was absurd for anyone 
to suggest that greyhound-racing would 
be a success if it was not connected 
with betting. To describe them as animated 
roulette tracks was not far wrong. 


REJECTION MOVED. 

The rejection of the bill was moved by 
Captain Hope, who protested against dis- 
crimination between one kind of sport and 
another. Dog-racing was established in this 
country, and was the sport of millions of 
people, largely the working class, This was 
nothing but class legislation. lí local authori- 
ties were to be given the power of deciding 
in the case of dog-tracks, why not horse- 
racing, dirt-track racing, and football matches. 
From the point of view of ameaities, there 
should be some control, but it should not rest 
with the local authority, People who went 
to see dog-racing did not lose all their money, 
and there was nothing wrong in setting aside 
a certain amount for the purpose of betting. 
He had done the same himself at Newmarket ; 
he knew that he was not going to lose more 
than a certain amount. If he lost on the 
first two races he closed down. (Laughter.) 
Nothing could stop betting, but those who bet 
on dogs did not often bet on horses. 

Mr. Oliver Stanley, speaking for the 
Government, said that the matter was one 
for the House to decide for itself, and it 
would be left to a free vote. There were, he 
was convinced, cases in which it was desirable 
for some authority tb say whether a dog- 
racing track should be permitted. One pro- 
posal which came to his notice was for setting 
up a greyhound racing track in the middle of 
a valuable residential neighbourhood against 
the wishes of the inhabitants. Whilst he did 
not believe in the value of a standard which 
was to be bolstered up by prohibition and 
regulation, on the other hand, he did not 
believe in needlessly and unnecessarily multi- 
plying the temptations, already numerous 
enough, for the weaker brethren. In his own 
affluent days he contributed to the support of 
a bookmaker, and he had also gone dog- 
racing without being much the worse for it. 
The main question to be considered was 
whether local option was the right principle 
to adopt in a case like this. “It might make 
a dog-fight of local elections. (Laughter.) 
This and other matters could be discussed in 
committee, and a bill might emerge which 
would not lay the House open to the charge 
of being either kill-joys or libertines, but 
practical men and women, dealing in a prac- 
tical way with a practical problem. 

After further discussion the bill was read a 
second time. 


“ CABIN BREAD.” 

The second bill was a very short measure. 
designed to amend the Wheat Act of 1932 
by permitting a drawback on _ exported 
“cabin bread," as in the case of exported 
soft bread, 

Dr. Burgess, for the Board of Trade, did 
not think the case for special treatment in 
the matter of ships biscuits had heen made 
out, but he offered no objection to the second 
reading. 

The bill was read a sécond time, and the 
House rose at 2.24 o'clock.

GOVERNMENT WHIP 
WITHDRAWN. 


The Government Whip has been withdrawn 
from Mr. F. Llewellyn Jones, M.P. for Flint- 
shire, in consequence of his action in voting 
against the Government in the House of 
Commons on fiscal matters, including the 
Ottawa Agreements legislation. 

Mr. Llewellyn Jones was returned as a 
Liberal National supporter of the Government 
at the general election last year by a majority 
of 24,247, in a straight fight against a 
Labour candidate. The withdrawal of the 
Whip means that he is no longer regarded 
in official quarters as a supporter of the 
Government.

Ts monthly meeting of the National 

Executive of. the Irish live-stock trade 
was held to:day in the offices of the North 
of Ireland Cattle Traders’ Association, 
Belfast. The following representatives of 
various associations were present: Messrs, 
Smyth, Dublin, and Cassidy,: Dublin ; 
Fitzgerald, Waterford; Buckley, Cork; 
Craig; Derry; Creswell and Graham, 
Belfast. Mr. Fleming, Dublin (Secretary), 
was in attendance. | 

Mr. W. R. Creswell, J.P.,. who pre- 
sided; extended a hearty welcome to those 
who had come from a considerable distance 
to 'attend the meeting. He outlined the 
steps that had been taken in connection 
with the special Free State duties, par- 
ticularly with reference to the congestion 
which occurred on 8th and 9th November 
last, when upwards of 5,000 cattle were 
valued on the basis of the increased rate 
of 40 per cent. past bí 
7 ‘Several! members expressed their opinion 
that sufficient warning was not given to 
the trade by the British: Government that 
it was*their intention to increase’ the duty 
from 20 per cent. to 40 per cent., with the 
résult that traders were caught unawares, 
md through no fault of. their own 
penalised to the extent of thousands of 

nds. The cattle on which the extra 
duty had to be paid were bought on the 
assumption that the 20 per cent, rate 
would operate until at Jeast the 15th 
November. A large number of cattle were 
in transit and over the border before mid- 
night of the 8th November, but, despite 
this, the increased duty was levied. 

It was contended that in these cases 
duty should have been assessed at the 20 
per cent. rate. 

It was resolved to bring the matter 
before the appropriate authority with the 
object of obtaining some redress. 


MERKLANDS CHARGES, 


In connection with salesmen’s charges 
at Merklands, it was decided to write to 
the Glasgow Auctioneers’ and Salesmen’s 
Association, pointing out that charges for 
commission, insurance, etc., for handling 
stock at Merklands were on the high side, 
and that a reduction would be necessary 
if Irish exporters were to carry on in 
future with the port of Glasgow. The 
time was now opportune for a revision of 
the charges for the service of feeding, 
tagging, etc., owing to the parlous state 
of the Irish cattle trade. 

Mention was also made of the delay 
which occurred at Merklands on the 
arrival of steamers, and the secretary was 
instructed to take up this matter with the 
Clyde Trust. 2 

Twd members’ names were submitted as 
representatives of the cattle trade to serve 
on the Dublin Port and Docks Board. I+ 
was resolved to put two names forward at 
the next election in January, 1935. 

The visitors were the guests of the North 
of Ireland Cattle Traders’ Association tu 
luncheon and tea, and complimentary 
references to the manner in which they 
had been entertained were made by 
Messrs. Smyth, Fitzgerald, Cassidy and 
Buckley. 

Mr. Fitzgerald expressed the hope that 
subsequent meetings would be arranged tu 
be held in Dublin, Derry, Cork and 
Waterford, as their turn came round. . He 
was glad to say that there was no border 
question so far as the Irish cattle trade 
was concerned, as the prosperity of the 
North and South was linked together in 
the industry.

OF! SECURITY.

HE Fa thesis of security was dis- 

i cussed by Mr. J.. J. Hearne, legal 

adviser to the Department of External! 
Affairs, in a paper which he read last night 
to the Dublin University League of Nations 
Society. 

Mr. Hearne began by saying that, if the 
League of Nations disappeared to-morrow—a 
neg unlikely pep 5 would have left 
a deeper mark on the world, on the thought 
and action of the mass of mankind, than any 
secular movement of which there was any 
record. At the moment Geneva was a city 
besieged—besieged by criticism, a little cf 
which was malicious, but most of which was 
caused by misunderstanding of the League’s 
functions. The League was not a federation 
of States. The notion of a sovereign State 
was as strong to-day as it was after the 
Congress of Vienna, though the definition had 
undergone a change. 


POLITICS AND RCONOMICS. 

“ Let me endeavour to show, said Mr. 
Hearne, {how during the past century and 
a quarter the theoretical line between pure 
polities and pure economics has been crossed 
and , wecrossed . as, the. world has grown 
‘smaller; and the citizens of one State pass 
more readily “to and. from another on their 
lawful commercial occasions.” 

Between. 1815 and 1860 the aim of every 
progressive British Government was to 
liberate commerce. The family of uations 
came into existence as an absolately new 
notion in international law. The distinctien 
between politics and economics reached its 
culminating point during the Crimean Watr.. 
At the beginning of the period between 
1860 and 1 there was the Anglo-French 
Agreement concluded between Cobden and 
Napoleon Hi, when Cobden entered 
political negotiations: to help the British 
merchant and the British consumer. 

In the’ period between 1900 and 1914 there 
was Disraeli’s purchase of shares in the Suez 
Canal, which was one of those political facts 
standing as an index to that commercial 
policy of Great Britain which found its 
complete expression in the imperialism of 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, which survived well 
into the present century. In German 
political history they had the affair of the 
Bagdad railway. It was in events of. this 
kind and the tendencies which they demon- 
strate, rather than in the archives of the 
chancelleries, that they found the real causes 
of war, 


THE FRENCH THESIS. 
Ths period between 1918 and the present 


wes dominated by the idea «° the possibility 
of war, fear of which stalked the Continent 
of Europe. The economic policy of European 
countries had Lecome ;art of their national 
defence, Mr. Hearne quoted from a report 
of a Sub-Committee of the Preparatory Com- 
mission .of the Disarmament Conference, 
which said that the measure of success 
achieved in industrial mobilisation would 
determine the result of war, and that what 


organise the material necessary for the equip- 
ment and support of the available man-power, 
so that the real power of attack belonged to 
the country which possessed the . greatest 
potential “war force and not to the country

reservists. 

“That is the Japanese thesis,” said Mr. 
Hearne, “and it is the French thesis. It is 
not the thesis of Great Britain or the thesis 
of the United States. We have, therefore, 
so far ns some countries are con- 
cerned—mostly those of Continental Kurope— 
at the militarisation of the economic process 
We have herea complete intellectual antithesis 
or a complete intellectual ant.-thesis. 
For these two doctrines are true. It is true 
to say that the economic process must again 
become a process of free exchange, and it is 
true that nevertheless the economic process in 
most countries has become not only part of 
the” national policy, but also part of their 
poucy of national defence,”’ 


THE NIGHTMARE OF WAR. 

Going on to seek the solution, Mr. Hearne 
said that so long as they had Europe para- 
lysed as she was to-day by the fear of war, 
so long as the possibility of war was made 
imminent by the actual presence of war in a 
world so reduced in size that the problems 
of the Far East were those of the Far West 
as well, and that diplomatic discussion upon 
the balance of power or the security of States 
must be conducted in terms of continents and 
not of nations, so long would the eccaomic life 
of States be ordered upon a military basis. 
They must seek to strike a balance, and 
effect harmony between the two major ten- 
dencies. They must internationalise their 
ooliticál economy, and place it upon some 
Lind of universal plan. 

“The first step in that undertaking must 
he to remove the nightmare of war from the 
waking and sleeping thoughts of European 
statesmen. You must establish security. We 
are on the eve of the World Econgnic Con- 
ference, the object. of which is to secure 
economic disarmament. “The hopes of that 
Contferénce will be dashed unless its conclu- 
sions are preceded or accompanied by a new 
political pact, a pact which will make poli- 
tical peace possible by a universal acceptance 
of the sah sos ib: of non-aggression enforceable 
by organised sanctions. That is the main 
theme of French policy in Europe.” 

Such a pact, he said, must contain no 
gaps through which, under the pressure of 
political forces, popular passion, economic 
needs, and so on, the whole flood of war 
might pour forth once more, as it was pour- 
ing forth to-day through the gaps in the 
Covenant and the Kellogg Pact. The 
danger was world-wide, ; therefore, they must 
provide world-wide measures of prevention. 


THE ROAD TO GENEVA. 

Suggesting that there were certain natura! 
economic and political groupings, of States 
upon. which a world system could ‘be con- 
structed, Mr. Hearne, concluding, said that 
the problems of” particular States were 
regional, in character, and no problem was 
more so than that’ of ‘security. Perhaps 
there was a natural order already existing 
in*the world in terms, not of States, but of 
groups of States, Perhaps it was in a number 
of pacts of security erected with regard to 
those facts that they oould build a new hope 
for the future. 

Geneva and the thing it stood for—namely. 
a universal public law—imust remain. but 
they had to get away fiom the idea of uni- 
versality and of world remedies to be ap- 
mene arson i in every part of the world. 
Che road. to Geneva must be made through 
Locarno or Lausanne. It must be built, not 
by the League, but by the nations

The spokesman denied that there was any 
intention or desire to break up the Con- 
ference. On the contrary, it is a question of 
revivifying and galvanising it into new life, 
because public opinion. was getting tired of 
the lack of achievement after ao much talk.

Macdonald initiated to-day with Mr. Norman 
Davis and M. Paul Boncour will probably de- 
cide whether the Disarmament Conference

A FORTUNE IN “COLD - 
LIGHT. 


In a lecture given at the Royal Institution, 
Léndon, Professor E N. da CU. Andrade said 
that in modern electric Jamps. over 90 per 
eent.. of the energy supply was sent out as 
radiation, but of that, even in the very best 
lamps, ouly about 10 per cent. was visibie to 
the haman eve, the remainder being tnv's' 
infrared o heat radiation, which was pure 
waste so far as illumination went. 

An enormous fortune awaited anybu:ly ' 
would discover how to make 'cold Ugh’ 
that is, visible light without infra-red ree 
radiation, on an mdustwal scale. . 

So far the most efficient makers of light were 
the luminous insects and bacteria, which knew 
how to carry on chemical reactions so as to 
produce cold light. Experiments showed that 
the firefly, for instance, was very much more 
efficient than any» human system of oe 
stations and jamps. «The light of the refly 
would be a little trying as an illuminant ; 
for it was greenish, but if we could go so 
far as to imitate the method of production, 
no doubt we would soon learn to modity 
the colour, All the light Sago by the 
firefly lay in the range visible to the human 
eye.

The enterprise of the St. Andrew's Club in 
bringing over a strong Welsh team for their 
annua} tournament met with the success it de- 
served, at Portobello Gyinnasium, last night, when 
a good-sized atlendance witnessed a splendid 
night's sport.

ford, Fingleton, Kippax, out for under 100— 
England ay indeed, begun her bid for the 
Ashes in wonderful style. Then, however, 
came McCabe, that quick-scoring, graceful 
young batsman, who is a sheer pleasure to 
watch. He made a century in a crisis and 
saved his side from complete disaster. At 
the close of play Australia were 290 for six 
—a very different score from what seemed 
likely at one time. 

McCabe, who made 127 not out, and Victor 
Richardson took the score from 87 to 216, an 
addition of 129 runs, before they were 
separated. It was a magnificent effort, 
especially by McCabe, who is still but 22 
years old. After a shaky start, in which he 
gave a couple of chances, he settled down to 
play confident cricket. He scored with shots 
all round the wicket, and gave the prettiest 
display of graceful batting imaginable. He 
dominated the partnership with classical 
cover-drives, using his feet, wrists and 
shoulders judiciously. So easily did he pene- 
trate the field that Voce was forced to 
spread it out for him. His innings has so 
far taken three hours six minutes, and his 
best scoring shots have been seventeen 
boundaries 
RICHARDSON’S RESTRAINT. 

Credit must also go to Richardson for 
restraining himself when it was his natural 
inclination to ‘“‘have a go.”

PARTNERSHIP ACTION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Mr. Newett (instructed by Mr. Joseph M. 
Reilly) applied on behalf oí the plaintiff in 
an action of Eugene McDonough against 
James McDonough and Mary McDonough 
for judgment in default of defence. The 
plaintiff is a brother of the defendants, and 
they carry on a hairdressers’ business at 
Shop street, Drogheda.

Matters re 
mained in that position until Elizabeth 
McDonough, the mother, died in October, 
1916. From that onwards until 1921 there 
were accumulated savings amounting to 
£1,200, and this sum was placed on a deposit 
receipt in the name of James McDonough. 
The plaintiff married, but continued to 
carry on the business with his brother, the 
defendant, James, who in 1924 obtained a 
lease of the premises from the Drogheda 
Corporation, hat lease was obtained by 
James McDonough for all the parties; the 
accumulated profits formed a common fund; 
and the business was carried on as their 
common property, 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was 
afraid that this nest-egg would be eaten up 
in costs. He granted the plaintiff's applica- 
tion for a declaration that a partnership 
existed between the parties, and that the 
defendant, James McDonough, held the lease 
of the premises and the ecu receipt in 
trust for himself, his brother (the plaintiff) , 
and his sister, Mary. He also granted an 
order for the dissolution of the partnership, 
and that the partnership accounts be taken.
